fore in the history of the United States 
have there been so many cases 
doubt. 
For instance, after a recent 


canvass of the campaigns for election 
to the national house of representatives 
It was asserted that no fewer than 133 
districts were to be classed as "doubt- 
ful." 
Think what that means—no 


fewer than 206 aspiring and perspiring 
men, outwardly confident of _electlon to 
the house and inwardly confessing to 
themselves individually that "It looks 
bad!" 
Interesting Political Battle. 


The political.battle being waged this 


year is one of peculiar intensity and In- 
terest. The insurgent storm, long brew- 
Ing over the Republican party, found 
open demonstration in congress dur- 
ing the early part of the year and has 
broken fully now. Its rumblings and 
crashes are heard throughout thu land 
To it are .attributed In large part the 
Democratic successes in Maine, Massa- 
chusetts and New York that have 
heartened up the opposition, nearly 
starved by long exile in the land of de- 


feat, rile injection of Colonel Roose- 
velt Into the campaign gave his party 
a new rallying point and the campaign 
a new Issue. 


Taking the country by and large, in- 


surgency Is the leading topic In the 
present campaign. It Is complicated 
vlth other Issues, such as the tariff, the 
ilgh cost of living arid 'control of the 
orporations, and in some, of the states 
i Is overshadowed In local interest by 
lie gubernatorial campaigns. In New 
York state and In some others the per-

f him and the men and measures 
'hlchheapprovcsorcondemns. In some 
arts of the country Republicans have 


d of renomlnatlon because they 


upported Speaker Cannon and the 
ouse machine, and In Georgia two 
democrats have failed to "come back" 
ecause they did the same thing. In 
•Jew Jersey a leader of the insurgents, i 


Charles N. Fowler, has been compelled 
to turn his attention from the house 
to the senate because he "bucked' 
Uncle Joe. It's an interesting scrap 
no matter how you look at it 
Many Governors to Be Elected. 


Most of the states will elect gover- 


nors this year. Four of them—Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Maine and Vermont—al- 
ready have done so. Arkansas -went 
Democratic "by the usual majority," 
and the initiative and 
referendum, 


made an Issue in the campaign, was 
approved. 
The interest in Georgia's 


campaign lay in the election of Hoke 
Smith, who had defeated for nomina- 
tion tho incumbent of the governor's 
chair, Joseph M. Brown. 
Vermont 


went Republican as usual, and Maine 
did not go Republican as usual. To the 
old time Republican this action of tho 
Pino Tree State seemed almost like 
treason to the republic, but it is a fact 


nevertheless that from Jan. 1 the 
Democrats will ba In control of the 
rock ribbed state. 
Two of her four 


representatives, in the sixty-second 
congress will be Democrats,. and the 
senatorial robe of Eugene Hale, one of 
the high priests of the standpatters, 
will be cut down or padded out, as the 
case may be, to. fit a Democratic wear- 
er. F. w. Plaisted was elected gov- 
ernor. 


Every state Is a center of Interest to 


Its loyal citizens. Space will not per- 
mit, 
however, the detailing of the 


names, professions and platforms of 
the gubernatorial candidates In all the 
states which will elect governors this 
year. Among the candidates are men 
of tho most .-interesting and striking 
personalities, like James C. Dahlman, 
erstwhile cowboy and present Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Ne- 
braska, whose candidacy has not met 
with the approval of William Jennings j 


Bryan; Woodrow Wilson, Democratic 
nominee In New Jersey, probably .the 
leading1, exemplar of "the scholar in 
politics," who Is opposed by Vivian M. 
Lewis; Hiram W. Johnson of Califor- 
nia, Republican candidate, an insur- 
gent who has had to flght for nomina- 
tion against the opposition of his own 
father, a standpatter, and. for election 
against Theodore A. Bell, Democrat; 
Simeon B. Baldwin, a septuagenarian 
and a distinguished jurist and sociolo- 
gist, who Is making a flght for election 
as governor of Connecticut on the 
Democratic ticket against Charles A. 
Goodwin. Of every one of the guber- 
natorial candidates something equally 
interesting might be written.

Democrats have renomlnated Governor 
Judson Harmon against Warren G. 
Harding, and in New York Henry I,. 
Stlmson, a "Roosevelt man," and John 
A. Dbc are the Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates respectively.

Piles of Washington. 
One of the most 


interesting of the senatorial contests la 
that being waged In Indiana, where 
Senator Beverldgo is fighting for In- 
dorsement of his "insurgent ideas." 
John W. Kern,. Mr. Bryan's running 
mate In the late- presidential election, 
is after Beverldge's seat 
He's After Unele Joe's Seat. 


Uncle Joe Cannon has had a vigor- 


ous campaigner on his trail this fall. 
The man who wants the seat which 
serves Mr. Cannon as a stepping stone 
to the speaker's rostrum Is William L.

Mr. Cundiff Is

IRST we had to come to the de-

Then arose 
tho question of the adequacy of tho 
sum appropriated—this question Is not 
yet settled, by the way- -and lust re- 
mained the problem of devising a feasi- 
ble method rif lifting the hulk of tho 
famous battleship from the slimo and 
mud of Havana harbor. 


While the expert operators in marine 


surgery began holding consultations 
and advancing their individual views 
on the proper manner of operating on 
the wreck, tho army engineers, charged 
by the government with the task of 
lifting the Maine, went ahead with their 
work. 
A recent report of progress 


stated that they had lifted the mast of 
the Malno to Its original position. Of 
course that is something gained, but 
only a .very small percentage of what 
Is to bo accomplished before tho Malno 


is afloat again and on its way north. 


While the army engineers retain 


their century old record for efficiency, 
It may bo assumed safely that every- 
thing: possible will be done to raise the 
wreck. At their head is General Wil- 
liam H. Blxby, who became chief of 
engineers of the army engineering 
corps when General Marshall retired 
in June. Doing things is General Bix- 
by's strong point, and if he reports to 
the government that tho wreck of the 
Maine cannot be lifted we may con-

harbor for all time. In the meantlm 
General Blxby and his men have J800 
000 of the government's money wit 
which to prosecute tho work. Con 
gross "loosened up" to that extent 1 
its latest session. The estimates of th 
cost of raising the Maine have varle 
between $100,000 and 5500,000. If Blx 
by finds the $300,000 inadequate an 
can show results for the money ex 
pendcd It Is likely that congress wi 
advance more money when asked t 
do so. 


The plan of raising the Maine whlc 


the special board has recommended an 
the president has approved provide 
for the construction of a cofferdam o 
Interlocking steel piling, within whlc 
tho wreck is "to be first exposed fo 
unwaterlng," as General Blxby de 
scribes it By bulkheadlng and floatln 
the undamaged portions will be re 
moved, and then the damaged portion 
will be hoisted. The army engineer 
believe this will be the safest and fair 
est process for getting the wreck ou 
of the harbor and also for determlnin 
the cause of the explosion. 


Even before the echoes of the Main 


explosion that "was heard around th 
world" in 189S had ceased its rever 
berations plans for raising the Main 
were discussed. Lay theorists as wel 
as practical engineers have advancec 
many plans for moving the wreck 
Each plan made Its stir, little or big 
and then was permitted to die through 
seeming want of government interes 
in the matter. It was asserted on the 
floor of congress and elsewhere that 
the' government did not want 
the 


Maine raised; that it feared bringing 
of the hull to view would fail to sus- 
tain the navy men's findings that an 
exterior explosion had destroyed the 
vessel. 
These views met with vehe- 


ment refutation, and at last the law- 
makers were stung Into action by the 
open assertion that further delay was 
perfect evidence of want of patriotism. 


In the meantime, however, the Maine 


sank deeper and deeper into the mud. 
It is asserted on good authority that It 
now lies beneath twenty-five feet of 
water and mud. How to get It out of 
the mud and afloat is the problem that 
must bo solved. 


When congress actually gave tho 


money for the gigantic task various 
nen of experience and repute came for- 
ward with plans for raising tho wreck. 
Chief among them were John Arbucklo, 
the New York merchant nnd philan- 
thropist, who has mado a succeasful 
study of tho raising of sunken ships, 
ind John F. O'Rourke, one of New 
York's best known engineers, with a 
Ino record of achievement. 


Tho Arbucklo plan of salvaging ships 


nay be described briefly as making the 
hull of tho sunken ship water tight by 
livers and then forcing nlr Into the 
olds, thin floating the hull.

Other Women Famous In Astronomy 


I regard the discovery of a dish a far 


more interesting event than the discovery 
of a star, for we have already stars 
enough, but wo can never have too many 
dishes.—Hourion de Penesey. 


O the lay reader the report of 


the finding of a new star may 
mean much or little, accord- 
Ing to the depth or shallow- 


ness of his poetic sentiments. But to 
the astronomer the charting of a new 
point of light in the firmament Is an 
achievement to bo inscribed on the list 
of the year's events. 


During the past twenty-five years 


only sixteen new stars have been found. 
Thirteen of them have been discovered 
by women astronomers of Harvard uni- 
versity and ten of the thirteen by Mrs. 


is a Scotchwoman by birth and Is fifty 
three years old. 
After teaching I 


Dundee, her birthplace, for a few year 
she came to the United States abou 
thirty years ago with her young so 
and obtained employment at Harvari 
Until 1898 she was an assistant in th 
college observatory, and then she be 
came curator of astronomical photo 
graphs. 
Mrs. Fleming is now i 


charge of the astrophotographic build 
ing of tho observatory and has for as 
sistants more than a dozen wome 
computers.

probably since the time when folks 
first began to study the heavens. The 
famous woman philosopher Hypatia, 
who flourished In Alexandria In tha 
fourth and fifth centuries, Was ths 
daughter of Theon, a celebrated as- 
tronomer, and she herself gained some 
of her great learning from the stars. 


It is recorded that a number of wo- 


men added to the world's store of as- 
tronomical knowledge in tho middle 
ages. 
One of them, an abbess of a 


German convent, Is said to have antici- 
pated some of the discoveries of Coper- 
nicus and Galilei. The translation of 
Newton's "Prlncipla" into French was 
made by a •woman. 


The second half of- the eighteenth 


century and the first half of tho nine- 
teenth Is an era in astronomical 
his- 


tory, owing to the researches of the 
three Herschels—Sir William, his son, 
Sir John Frederick, and Caroline IM- 
cretla, sister of Sir William. "As an 
explorer of the heavens Sir William 
Herschel had but one rival—his son," 
according to one authority, but it Is 
also asserted that much of Sir William 
Herschel's renown is due to the as- 
sistance of his sister, who subordi- 
nated her own fame to that of her 
brother without affecting her standing 
as one of the very greatest of woman 
astronomers of all time. Caroline Her- 
schel reached the extraordinary ago of 
ninety-eight, dying in 1848. 


Contemporary with Miss Herschel 


was Mrs. • Mary Somervllle, another 
British woman, who lived from 1780 to 
1872, a term of ninety-two years. She 
published a translation of the "Meca- 
nique Celeste" of Laplace, as well aa 
other works. 


An American name which stands 


with Herschel and Somervllle Is that 
of Maria Mitchell (1818-89), professor 
of astronomy In Vassar college, tho first 
voman member of the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences and the re- 
cipient of many honors from the hands 
of scientific men. Miss Mitchell's as- 
sistant at Vassar, Miss Mary Watson 
Whitney, succeeded to her chair and is 
he present professor of astronomy at 
ho famous women's college. 
England has had several women as- 
ronomers of note since the time of 
Miss Herschel and Mrs. Somorvllle. 
Imong them should be mentioned 
iary Agnes Clorke, Eliza Brown, Mrs.

r . ' • ' • • The people of this country today are groaning under the high cost of 


living and are looking for relief from the coming election. "! 


The insurgent movement in the republican party is marching on and 


promises to leave (he machine candidates and the machine policies far 


behind in the race. 


. The housekeepers especially are well informed on the burdens in this 


increased cost of living. They make the purchases and they realize -what a 


short way a five dollar bill will go in buying household supplies compared 


to ..what it paid for ten or fifteen years ago. The purchasing power-of the 


dollar has declined nearly one-half because the prices of commodities in 
general have been boosted up by the trusts in virtue of their power to 
stamp out competition under protection of the high larifl wall* 


If the women of ihis country could vote they would cast their'ballots 


solidly against the trust policies that have practically doubled the cost of 
living within the past fifteen years. The high tariff has. rested heavily on 
dress goods for women as well as upon many household necessities which 
have formerly sold at moderate prices. 


If we'look back to the year 1896 and compare the prices of (hut year 


with those of today we shall find a most alarming increase. Below we give 
a comparison from the Johnstown, Pa., Democrat, showing how the prices 
in 1898 compare with those of the present time. We notice that some of 
.the present prices are under-slated. Take for example the single article.of 
Coiir quoted-at ,$(i,50. The average brand of flour sells at ;$7.50 n barrel in 
Lowell and other New England cities today, while .some brands are sold at 
$8 per barrel. We mention this instance to show that in the prices quoted 
there'is'no attempt to juggle figures or to,make the situation: worse than 
it really is. The comparisons follow:

Other Women Famous In Astronomy 


I regard the discovery of a dish a far 


more interesting event than the discovery 
of a star, for we have already stars 
enough, but we can never have too many 
fllshes.—Hourlon do Pencsey. 


O the lay reader the report of 


the finding of a new star may 
mean much or little, accord- 
ing to the depth or shallow- 


ness of his poetic sentiments. But to 
the astronomer the charting of a new 
point of light in the firmament is an 
achievement to be inscribed on the list 
of the year's events. 


During the past twenty-fi.ve years 


only sixteen new stars have been found. 
Thirteen of them have been discovered 
by women astronomers of Harvard uni- 
versity and ten of the thirteen by Mrs.

Dundee, her birthplace, for a few years 
sho came to the United States about 
thirty years ago with her young son 
and obtained employment at Harvard.

The 
famous woman philosopher Hypatia, 
who flourished in Alexandria In tha 
fourth and fifth centuries, was tho 
daughter of Thepn, a celebrated as- 
tronomer, and she herself gained soma 
of her great learning from the stars. 


It Is recorded that a number of wo« 


men added to the world's store of as- 
tronomical knowledge in the middle 
ages. One of them, an abbess of a 
German convent, Is said to havo antici- 
pated some of the discoveries of Coper- 
nicus and Galilei. The translation of 
Newton's "Prlnclpla" into French was 
made by a woman. 


The second half of the eighteenth 


century and the. first half of the nine- 
teenth is an era in astronomical his- 
tory, owing to the researches of the 
three Herschels—Sir William, his son, 
Sir John Frederick, and Caroline Lu- 
cretia, sister .-of Sir William. "As an 
explorer of the heavens Sir William 
Herschel had but one rival—his son," 
according to one authority, but It ia 
also asserted that much of Sir William 
Herschel'a renown is due to the as- 
sistance of his sister, who subordi- 
nated her own fame to that of her 
brother without affecting her standing 
as one of the very greatest of woman 
astronomers of all time. Carolina Her- 
schel reached the extraordinary ago of 
ninety-eight, dying In 1848. 


Contemporary with Miss Herschel 


was Mra. Mary Somerville, another 
British woman, who lived from 1780 to 
1872, a term of ninety-two years. She 
published a translation of the "Meoa- 
nique Celeste" of Laplace, as well as 
other works. 


An American name which standa 


with Herschel and Somerville la that 
of Maria Mitchell (1818-89), professor 
of astronomy In Vassar college, the first 
woman member of the American Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences and the re- 
cipient of many honors from tho- hands 
of scientific men. Miss Mitchell's as- 
sistant at Vassar, Miss Mary Watson 
Whitney, succeeded to her chair and ia 
the present professor of astronomy at 
tho famous women's college. 


Kngland has had several women as- 


tronomers of note since tho time of 
Miss Hersohel and Mrs. Somerville. 
Among them should 
be mentioned 


Mary Agnes Clerke, Eliza Brown, Mrs. 
B. W. Maunder and Lady Hugglns, 
wife of Sir William Hugglns, the fa- 
mous scientist. Prominent among wo- 
men astronomers of today is Mlaa 
Dorothea Klumpke of San Franciscan 
birth, who, like Mrs. Fleming, devotes 
tho major part of her time to astro- 
photojraphy.

'The'Prisoner" -was the subject ol 


an interesting sermon by Rev. Charles 
T.::'. Billings - at 
the First Unitarian 


church Sunday morning. The sermo-s 
was. in accordance with a request by 
the prison' association, that the'church- 
es'.observe the last Sunday in the 
month*as prison Sunday. The preacher 
found his Inspiration In Matt. 25-36: 
I-.wiis in prison and ye came unto me. 
He said, in part: 


One of the.1 marvels of "Christ's life 


wa1? that he ministered so readily to 
people who bad little claim upon him. 
Children cam~e. to him, those of whom 
he had never heard before came, those 
who/would and could have little means 
of'repaying Jesus came and he minis- 
tered unto them 
according to 
the 
power that was in him. 


And it was because he lived a life of ! 
service that he could ask It freely of 
his'disciples. 
The service he gave, he 


demanded that they should give and 
he told them that in serving- the nun 
gry, the sick, the stranger and the 
prisoner they were .serving him. 


The -world has not forgotten that 


thought 
Still we believe we are serv- 


ing' : him when we minister to the 
needs.of. the .humblest of Gofl's crea- 
tures, and yet there are boundaries of 
our sympathy. We hear a cry of clis- 


- tress from Sicily or Armenia and 
we 


. sometimes.think these regions are too 
. remote for our interest, that the heeds 


of our own country are more insistent 
and,more fan-caching, and that char- 
ity begins at home. 


Or, 'we are asked to help the ne- 


gro,, and though often 
we have 
re- 


sponded - to that . appeal, there is a 
growing feeling that the negroes ought 
to do this work themselves; and" the 
multiplied charities of our own cltj 
demand our first attention. 


But even the Armenian and the ne- 
gro appeal to us more deeply than 
the prisoner. In helping the 'Armeni- 
an, and the 'negro we are at Icnfit try- 
ing, to: help people' who are trying to 
. help .themselves, people, who 
arc 
de- 


servingr, people who appeal to us on 
the score of their manhood and wom- 
anhood. But the prisoner, although he 
IE within the limits of our state and 
city, cannot appeal to UK on 
these 


Krounds. He is out of the pale of our 


ceptlon of a prison. He chafes unde 
its restraints. He becomes not so mucl 
conscious of his own faults, as -re 
bellious that ha. has been caught, and 
the heart of stone is not a favorable 
soil for the seeds of higher ethiea 
impulse to take root. 


And yet the fiite of these men con- 


cerns our own. We cannot allow them 
to become habitual criminals without 
a protest. The more criminals we de- 
velop the m8re society is 
menaced 


And we rise or fall with them. 
The 
more they come back to the world, 
better fitted to engage in its honorable

PEKING, . Oct. , 31.—It is believed 


that the throne has decided to accede 
to the demand of the senate and the 
provincial delegates for tho early con- 
vocation of a popular, parliament. 


In the .presence of. .thp grand coun- 


cillors., today Prince U-ang, a member 
of .'the grand':'council, stated that the 
entire nation,'from the highest to the 
lowest, was. agreed oh the necessity of 
the assembling- of an early parliament. 
This— declaration 
was received . with 


lourl and prolonged cheering. The im- 
portance of this concession on .the part 
of the government "can "••-. be 
scarcely 


'over-estimated.- In view of its recent' 
refusal to entertain a similar request 
made by a delegation from the pro- 
vincial assemblies last June. 


.The program fixed by- the late em- 


press dowager provided for the elec- 
tion of a general representative legis- 
lative body to be known as the impe- 
rial parliament-in 1916 at the end of a 
nine year period of preparation.

known in a decree than^a popular agi-

The provincial .assemblies, met and 


discussed the matter and received the 
support of'the merchants throughout 
tho country. 
They sent a delegation 


to Peking to memorialize the throne, 
but the prince regent 
promptly • an- 


nounced- that 
the 
original 
program 


would bo adhered to. 
On Oct. 3 last, 


the 'new senate met for the first time. 
Of-its 200 members. 100 had/been ap- 
pointed by'the throne a'nd there; w.as 
every indication . that it wpuld accom- 
plish but little except as it reflected 
the wishes of the central government. 
Nevertheless the senate early 
devel- 


oped an opposition, party composed of 
the provincial delegates and this party 
has since conducted an 
active cam- 


paign looking'-to the recognition of the 
senate by the grand council a§ a tody' 
with executive power rather than its 
deliberations should be of an advjsory 
character. Meantime the viceroys and 
governors of provinces supported the 
opposition 
by:

throne regarding an early opening .of 
the proposed parliament.

• . The people of this country today are groaning under the high cost of 


living and are looking fbr relief from the coming election. 


The insurgent movement in the republican party is marching on and.

living within the past fifteen years. The high tariff has rested heavily on 
dress goods for women as well as upon many household necessities which 
have formerly sold at moderate prices.

Below we give 
a comparison from the Johnstown, Pa., Democrat, showing .how the.prices 
in 1896-compare with those of the present time. We notice that some of 
the present prices, are under-stated.. - Take for example the single article of 
flour quoted nt $6.50. The average brand of flour sells at $7.50 a barrel in 
Lowell and other New England cities today while some brands are sold at

"The Prisoner" was the-subject o£ 


ah Interesting sermon by Hev. Charles 
T. Billings at the First Unitarian 
church Sunday morning. 
The sermon 


•was. iri: accordance with a request by 
the prison association,. that the church- 
es observe the last Sunday in the 
.mbhth.as prison Sunday. The preacher 
found his' inspiration in Matt. 25-36: 
I w,is in prison and ye came unto ine. 
.He..said,-in part:. ' 
. 


One of the marvels of Christ's life 


•was that ,he ministered so readily to 
people "who had little claim upon him. 
Children-, came to him, those of whom 
lie..had; never heard before came, those 
who would and could have little means 
of repaying Jesus'came and he minis- 
tered unto them 
according 
to the 
power that was in him. 


'rAnd it was because he lived a life of 
service, that he could ask it freely of 
his disciples. " The service he gave, he 
demanded '.'that .they should give ana 
he- told them that In .serving the hun- 
gry, the -sick, the - stranger and 
the 
prisoner they were serving him. 


: The' world has • not forgotten that 


thought SOU we.believe>e are serv- 
ing, him when we minister to the 
needs, of- the humblest of God's crea- 
tures; and yet. there are boundaries of 
our.sympathy. "We hear a cry of dis- 
tress from Sicily or Armenia 
and . we 
sometimes think these regions are too 
remote'for our interest, that the needs 
of our :own country are more insistent 
and more farreachingr, and that char- 
Jty begins at home. 


Or, we are asked to-help the ne- 


gro, and though often 
we have re- 
sponded to that appeal, there is a 
growing feeling that the negroes ought• 
tb do this work themselves; and the 
multiplied charities of our own city 
demand our first attention. 


But even'the Armenian and the ne- 


gro appeal to us more 
deeply 
than 


the prisoner. In helping the Armeni- 
an and .the.negro we are at least try- 
ins to help people who are trying to 
help themselves, people who are de- 
serving, pLOple who appeal to us on 
the;.score of their manhood imd wom- 
anhood. But the prisoner, although' he 
is within ihe limits of our state and | 
city, cannot appeal to us 
on 
these 


grounds. He is out of the pale of our 


ception of a prison. He chafes under 
its .restraints. He becomes not so much 
conscious of his own faults, as 
re- 


bellious that ho has been caught, and 
the heart of stone is not a favorable 
soil for the seeds of 
higher ethical 
impulse to take root. 


And yet the fate of these men con- 


cerns our own. We cannot allow, them 
to become habitual criminals without 
a protest. The more criminals we de- 
velop the more society is* menaced. 
And we rise or fall with them. 
The 


more they come back to the world. 
better fitted to engage in its honorable

.being, and his situation is in 
measure the punishment for his 
obedience. 


For all disobedience of law brines Its 
penalty.

family while in prison, and so prevent 
in a measure the punishment

_ well I To help these men to a new clmnce 
jargc in the world Is certainly a concern of 


ours. To say their crime has forfeited 
thc.'ir chance is .not merely foolish, it 
Is almost criminal, because if we give 
these men no chance, they must drift 
back again to thu life of the criminal. 
It ia our work to encourage them to 
nil honest iittompts to make a living. 
So we add to-the moral strength of the 
community, nnri it is your business and 
mine to reach out a hand to help these 
men as they climb the upward way.
